THE BLIND AND THE MUTILATED 


By Dr. ESTHER LOVEJOY

N the j'ears to come this war will prove a blessing to the 


blind. A new world is being evolved. Nature has at least 
one extraordinary sense in reserve for those who lose any 


of the five ordinary senses. The blind feel things that are not 
within reach. They are conscious of vibrations that are not 
perceptible to seeing men. 


The sightless learn to read very quickly by the Braille 


method. It is interesting to watch the face of a blind man 
as his fingers pass over the upraised dots of a Braille book 
and his mind perceives the mysteries recorded there for him. 
They have special stenographic machines and special print- 
ing presses. 
Books and magazines are translated into the 


written language of the sightless. 


Men blinded in battle are acquiring great skill in the 


textile arts, as moulders, and in other industries where a 
highly developed sense of touch is essential to good work. 


The higher type of blind men have great personal 


charm. Their souls seem nearer the sunace. They are pe- 
culiarly beloved people, and their clairvoyance makes them 
conscious of the kindness and affection with .which they are

face in the mirror, and shudders at the strange sound of his 
own voice, he wants to die. 


A great deal is being done for these mutilated men. 


They are being refitted with arms and legs. 
Plastic surgery 


is doing its part, too, in the way of restoring palates, teeth 
and facial contour, and the American Red* Cross in Paris is 
attempting to make life more livable for them by providing 
masks which restore their original features. 
They will be 


useful members of society, but thejsoul of tman|craves more 
than service. Life and liberty are precious.possessions, but 
the pursuit of happiness is the dearest rigljit of,man. We are 
all alike. We want to go through life with tfie'.^wreet illusion 
that the blue bird of happiness is just within r^ach, and this 
illusion is almost impossible to the disfigured'man.

1ns the soldiers and sailors. We are 
waging an economic war. 
Therefore 


the surest and most effective way to 
help Is through the established chan- 
nels selected for that purpose by the 
government. 


The main work of the American Red 


Cross, however, Is, of course, carried 
on In Prance. The policy of those 
{leading this work Is to back up the 
French In their own efforts and to 
belp them develop along their own 
llnet, not to root out French Institu- 
tion* and transplant American ones. 
Whether we work, then, In canteens, 
In warehouses. In dispensaries, 
for

The poling 
are Inordinately fond of oysters and 
salad; when tbey can order a plate 
of oysters or a Olsb of salad in an 
American canteen they are as happy 
ss children. We have six canteens In 
the French zone for the French army 
—France is. of course, divided Into 
ronex In one line of communication 
canteen we serve from 4,000 to 8,000 
men a (lay. These canteens are near 
the railroad stations for the benefit of 
the men going to the front, being trans- 
ferred to some other section, or going 
borne on a furlough. In one section the 


huts .used for this purpose are little 
alleys marked "Paris," "Dijon," or ''Ly- 
ons." These little alleys are laid out 
with bunks filled with sleeping men. 
If a poilu is going to Paris, he throws 
himself down In the Paris hunk, serene 
In the knowledge that he will be called 
in time for the Paris train. 


In some of-the canteens the lights 


have to be dimmed on account of aero- 
planes. Often the lights are covered 
with colored maslin shields which 
make a rosy glow that la very home- 
like. One of the canteens has been 
decorated by some of the best camou- 
flage artists In Prance, who have taken 
great delight In covering the waUs and 
even the ceiling with their pictures. 
The canteens are open day and night 
for the benefit of the men at the big 
junction points. 


Do More Than Feed Men. 


The wocjen in the canteens do more 


than feed the men, however, Impor- 
tant as that Is. Polios leaving th»ir 
families are naturally depressed and 
need sympathetic listeners. Some oae 
to admire his wifs'c picture, some one 
to langh over the baby's latest sign 
of genius, some one to 'tell film tnat 
the oldest boy is the Imag* of bis 
handsome father—this la as real a 
need In the polio's life aa salad or 
soup. 
ID fact the presence at tliest 


fine womeu Is such an influence for 
good tlint officers say the morale «f 
the army Is distinctly higher wherever 
the canteens are.

Besides this direct, personal service

Here is a chance for the Red Cross to 
step In and belp. There Is a syndicate, 
of physicians to which the Bed Crass 
applies to find out If a certain village 
has a medical adviser; If not we estab- 
lish a center and operate in a given 
section around the center. 


Bathing a Luxury. 


A Red Cross doctor and nurse go out 


regularly to the villages In their section. 
Each village is informed when they are 
coming so that all who want medical 
advice or treatment can meet together 
In one spot and save unnecessary calls. 
Of course, If any one Is too ill to com* 
to the doctor, the doctor goes to Mm, 
The nurses carry among other things 
shower baths for babies. In many re- 
gions of France, owiug to lack of facil- 
ities, bathing Is a luxury, so the super- 
stition has grown tip that It Is dan- 
gerous. 
Now since the mother are 


convinced that their children will 
be neither killed nor injured, bat on 
the contrary beuented by baths, how 
tbey do look forward to them I 


After all this inspiring activity of 


the Red Cross on the other side, ro-

THE BLIND AND THE MUTILATED 


By Dr. ESTHER LOVEJOY 


I 


N the j'ears to come this war will prove a blessing to the 


blind. A new world is being evolved. Nature has at least 
one extraordinary sense in reserve for those who lose any 


of the five ordinary senses. The blind feel things that are not 
within reach. They are conscious of vibrations that are not 
perceptible to seeing men. 


The sightless learn to read very quickly by the Braille 


method. It is interesting to watch the face of a blind man 
as his fingers pass over the upraised dots of a Braille book 
and his mind perceives the mysteries recorded there for him. 
They have special stenographic machines and special print- 
ing presses. 
Books and magazines are translated into the 


written language of the sightless. 


Men blinded in battle are acquiring great skill in the 


textile arts, as moulders, and in other industries where a 
highly developed sense of touch is essential to good work. 


The higher type of blind men have great personal 


charm. Their souls seem nearer the sunace. They are pe- 
culiarly beloved people, and their clairvoyance makes them 
conscious of the kindness and affection with .which they are

Unfortunately there are forms of mutilation which 


have the opposite effect. When a man knows that he is re- 
pulsive to every man, woman and child who looks upon him; 
when he shrinks from the reflection of his own disfigured 
face in the mirror, and shudders at the strange sound of his 
own voice, he wants to die. 


A great deal is being done for these mutilated men. 


They are being refitted with arms and legs. 
Plastic surgery 


is doing its part, too, in the way of restoring palates, teeth 
and facial contour, and the American Red* Cross in Paris is 
attempting to make life more livable for them by providing 
masks which restore their original features. 
They will be 


useful members of society, but thejsoul of tman|craves more 
than service. Life and liberty are precious.possessions, but 
the pursuit of happiness is the dearest rigljit of,man. We are 
all alike. We want to go through life with tfie'.^wreet illusion 
that the blue bird of happiness is just within r^ach, and this 
illusion is almost impossible to the disfigured'man.

"We have n.early every day about

HEN 1. left lor Europe a few 


months ago I had DO cast- 
iron reverence lor the Red 
Cross. 
When I returned 


from Europe 1 brought home with me 
unbounded belief in the organization. 
1 had seen enough to make me realize 
that this was the best method of serv- 
1ns the soldiers and sailors. We are 
waging an economic war. 
Therefore 


the surest and most effective way to 
help Is through the established chan- 
nels selected for that purpose by the 
government. 


The main work of the American Red 


Cross, however, Is, of course, carried 
on In Prance. The policy of those 
{leading this work Is to back up the 
French In their own efforts and to 
belp them develop along their own 
llnet, not to root out French Institu- 
tion* and transplant American ones. 
Whether we work, then, In canteens, 
In warehouses. In dispensaries, 
for

The canteen work Is one of the most 


frailfy'ng wa.vs of helping the men. 
To see Ihose i-nllns enjoying the first 
rtellcarltvj tlie.v have h»<f for clays is a 
winl-sn-lsfylni: sij;hi. The English nnd 
French mtilntn n canteens where they 
dlsp.Miii' soii|>, .'iot coffee aud cocoa, to- 
bacco. Hioi'oinr-, etc., but the Ameri- 
can 
Iie>l Cross canteens serve real 


dinner* \n cost or under. The poling 
are Inordinately fond of oysters and 
salad; when tbey can order a plate 
of oysters or a Olsb of salad in an 
American canteen they are as happy 
ss children. We have six canteens In 
the French zone for the French army 
—France is. of course, divided Into 
ronex In one line of communication 
canteen we serve from 4,000 to 8,000 
men a (lay. These canteens are near 
the railroad stations for the benefit of 
the men going to the front, being trans- 
ferred to some other section, or going 
borne on a furlough. In one section the 


huts .used for this purpose are little 
alleys marked "Paris," "Dijon," or ''Ly- 
ons." These little alleys are laid out 
with bunks filled with sleeping men. 
If a poilu is going to Paris, he throws 
himself down In the Paris hunk, serene 
In the knowledge that he will be called 
in time for the Paris train. 


In some of-the canteens the lights 


have to be dimmed on account of aero- 
planes. Often the lights are covered 
with colored maslin shields which 
make a rosy glow that la very home- 
like. One of the canteens has been 
decorated by some of the best camou- 
flage artists In Prance, who have taken 
great delight In covering the waUs and 
even the ceiling with their pictures. 
The canteens are open day and night 
for the benefit of the men at the big 
junction points. 


Do More Than Feed Men. 


The wocjen in the canteens do more 


than feed the men, however, Impor- 
tant as that Is. Polios leaving th»ir 
families are naturally depressed and 
need sympathetic listeners. Some oae 
to admire his wifs'c picture, some one 
to langh over the baby's latest sign 
of genius, some one to 'tell film tnat 
the oldest boy is the Imag* of bis 
handsome father—this la as real a 
need In the polio's life aa salad or 
soup. 
ID fact the presence at tliest 


fine womeu Is such an influence for 
good tlint officers say the morale «f 
the army Is distinctly higher wherever 
the canteens are. This causes great 
rivalry among the canteen workers. 
Each one wants her canteen to be ttte 
best and most popular In the service. 


Besides this direct, personal service 


to the soldiers the Red Cross Is doing 
a kind of John the Baptist work wttli 
dispensaries.

France had mobilized 18,000 of her 
24,000 physicians, leaving about 0.000 
for the whole of civilian France.

In many re- 
gions of France, owiug to lack of facil- 
ities, bathing Is a luxury, so the super- 
stition has grown tip that It Is dan- 
gerous.
